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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of tlie second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specificatton shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his inventbn. 

2. Claims 1 & 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. A layer has a top layer and a bottom layer or is it two 
layers? Are the layers in contact? The oxidative inhibitor is inhibiting the oxidation of the 
resin binder but the specification does not teach any oxidation of the resin. 

3. Claim 18 provides for the use of a photoconductive imaging member, but, since 
the claim does not set forth any steps involved in the method/process, it is unclear what 
method/process applicant is intending to encompass. A claim is indefinite where it 
merely recites a use without any active, positive steps delimiting how this use is actually 
practiced. 

Claim 18 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed recitation of a 
use, without setting forth any steps involved in the process, results in an improper 
definition of a process, i.e., results in a claim which is not a proper process claim under 
35 U.S.C. 101 . See for example Ex parte Dunki, 153 USPQ 678 (Bd.App. 1967) and 
Clinical Products, Ltd. v. Brenner, 255 F. Supp. 131, 149 USPQ 475 (D.D.C. 1966). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1,8 & 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Osawa et al. Applicants' attention is directed to the use of an antioxidant in a 
photosensitive member. Damage to the member includes ionic damage by corona ions 
and ozone damage by ozone gas that influences adversely on the performance of the 
photosensitive member. In the ozone-deteriorated region, the mobility of the carriers is 
reduced and the carriers which are moving are trapped so that the sensitivity is reduced 
and the residual potential is increased. To prevent the ozone-deterioration an 
antioxidant in increasing quantity to the surface of the member is applied. A layer 
containing the antioxidant and charge transport material in a gradient concentration is 
formed over the photosensitive layer. The charge-transporting layer after drying is 
coated with an antioxidant note Ex. 10 Col. 14 lines 5-30. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-5 & 7-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Tong et al in view of Morgan et al and Yu et al. Tong (554) teaches the inraging 

member with a first charge transport layer and there over and in contact with the first 
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layer a second top charge transport layer comprised of a hindered phenol. Note the 
abstract and Col. 3 lines 1-40. Tong fails to teach the antioxidant properties of the 
hindered phenol as applicants' in claim 5, 10, and 15. Morgan teaches various charge 
transport materials and the antioxidant properties of the hindered phenols note [0046] in 
a two layered charge transport charge generating imaging member. Yu et a! also 
teaches a two-layered member with the same properties note [0014] . It would be 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of applicants' Invention with a 
reasonable expectation of success to use the properties and compositions for the 
antioxidant and charge transport nnaterial in an element as taught by Tong in a charge 
transport layer with excellent wear resistance , electrical performance, and outstanding 
print quality. 

7. Claim 6 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Double Patenting 



8. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321(c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1 .130(b). 
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Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

9. Claims 1-18 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
double patenting over claim 20 of copending Application No. 10/737545. This is a 
provisional double patenting rejection since the conflicting claims have not yet been 
patented. 

The subject matter claimed in the instant application is fully disclosed In the 
referenced copending application and would be covered by any patent granted on that 
copending application since the referenced copending application and the instant 
application are claiming common subject matter, as follows: An imaging member having 
a charge transport layer with multiple regions is claimed with an antioxidant in the 
second charge transport layer. The dried dual charge transport layer ( consisting of both 
bottom and top layers), has a thickness as shown in [0089] with the top having the 
antioxidant [0094] 

Furthermore, there is no apparent reason why applicant would be prevented from 
presenting claims corresponding to those of the instant application in the other 
copending application. See In re Schneller, 397 F.2d 350, 158 USPQ 210 (CCPA 
1 968). See also MPEP § 804,
